INDIANAPOLIS, 
Ind., 
Nov. **.— 
Lieut. Oakley Kelly and Lieut. Jchn 
MacReady, attempting a trans-conti­ 
nental air flight, were forced down 
at Ft. Benjamin Harrison, near here 
at 9:15 o’clock today. A cracked w*a- 
ter jacket is said to have forced the 
aviators to descend. 
According to the officers, the radi­ 
ator began to leak shortly after they 
left San Diego, but it did not become 
serious until near Indianapolis. 
Neither of the men w’as injured in 
the landing, which took place on the 
military aviation field. The men said 
they had traveled 2,060 miles. 
The mishap w’hich forced the avia­ 
tors to descend this morning occur­ 
red late yesterday, according to their 
conversation with officers at Schoen 
Field at Ft. Harrison, but they push­ 
ed on through the night, hopeful that 
they could at least break the nonstop 
flying record, if they were unsuccess­ 
ful in reaching New York, their goal. 
The T-2 came down at Ft. Harri­ 
son at 9:15, and the two officers de­ 
cided to go on at once to Dayton to 
report to army air service officera&.t 
McCook Field. 
Borrowing a plane 
from Lieut. J. N. Parker, they depart­ 
ed for Dayton 
and 
arrived 
there 
shortly after noon. 
Officers inspecting the plane this 
morning found 
the 
following note, 
which apparently had been written 
by Lieutenant Kelly to his compan­ 
ion:

Records Were Shattered. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 4.—All long 
distance airplane flight records w’ere 
shattered by Lieutenants MacReady 
and Kelly 
in. their 
flight of 2,060 
miles from San Diego, Cal., to Indian­ 
apolis, officials of the army air ser­ 
vice said this afternoon. 
The longest previous record was 
made June 14, 1919, from St. Johns, 
New Foundland, to Clifden, Ireland, 
by Capt. 
John 
Alcock 
and A. W. 
Brown. 
They made 1,936 miles in 
sixteen hours. 
Two French fliers, Boussoutrot and 
Bernard, made 1,915 miles without a 
stop in June, 1920. 
The NC-4 of the navy in it's trans-

Foundland to the Azores, 1,380 miles 
without a stop. 
Bert Acosta, 
in 1920, 
flew 1,200

Encountered a Storm. 
DAYTON, O., Nov. 4.—Lieut. J. A 
Mac-Ready and Lieut. 
Oakl2y Kel­ 
ley, army aviators, who were force 1 
to iand near Indianapolis this morn­ 
ing after completing 2 *»60 miles ou 
r,:i attempted non stop fl gbi 
from 
San Diego to New York, arrived at 
McCook aviation field here at 12:15 
i ’clock They left Ft. Ben.amin Har­ 
rison at 10:50 o’clock in a piane bor­ 
rowed at the fort. 
In giving their first official report 
of the flight, the airmen 
revealed 
that of nearly thirty hours in the 
air, they were in the midst of a 
storm and rain eleven hours. 
In crossing the mountains, 
the 
wind was so strong that it threaten­ 
ed several times to overturn their 
ship. 
“At various times I thought 
the 
end was near,” 
Lieutenant 
Kelly 
said. “I can safely say that two men 
never were nearer death than when 
the high winds in the passes of the 
Rockies tossed us about like a toy. 
“At one time 
we 
were 
flying 
smoothly at an altitude of sixty-eight 
hundred feet when suddenly a cliff 
loomed in front of us. 
I began to 
guide the ship to avoid crashing and 
by a mere chance I was successful in 
scaling the top of a precipice by 
about three feet.

Topography of the Air. 
Explorations of the air have re­ 
vealed an astonishing definiteness of 
arrangemen. in its layers, although, 
of course, the details are continually 
changing. 
Lev, In England, has di­ 
rected his studies of floating balloons 
to a solution of the question of the 
influence of the topography of the 
earth’s surface on the state cf the air 
above it. He finds, among other things, 
that the disturbances produced by hills 
and valleys are transmitted to an un­ 
expectedly great elevation, affecting 
the lower and middle strata through­ 
out. 
A general effect noticed is that 
the velocity of the wind, or of a cur­ 
rent of air, is increased over a hill 
and diminished over a valley. 
It is 
thought that similar observations, gen­ 
erally distributed, would furnish us 
with a real topography of the air.— 
Washington Star.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Nov. 4.— 
The October prices of butterfat and 
country butter ruled slightly higher 
than those for September, eggs made 
a eharp advance, but chickens stood 
the same for both September and Oc- 
¡ tober, according to E. A. Logan and 
Jewell Mayes 
of the 
federal-state 
crop reporting service for Missouri. 
The state average price for butter- 
j fat was 33 cents a pound, w ith quo­ 
tations of 27 cents in Andrew and 


Suline, and the top 40 cents in Cole, 
Crawford, Franklin, St. Franciois and 
St. Louis. 
“County butter prices drag heavily 
unless the 
maker has 
ljcal 
cus­ 
tomers,” says the 
summary issued 
jointly by M.\ Logan and M$. Mayes, 
“with state '\verage price at 30 cents 
a pound, ranging from 15 cents in 
Camden, ChrisP’an and Ripley to 50 
cents in Jefferron. 
“Eggs show 29 cents a dozen state 
average, quoted from 24 cents in Jef­ 
ferson. 
“Chickens averaged 16 cents a 


pound, running up to 23 cents in St 
Francois, 24 cents in St. Louis, 25 
cents in Jefferson and 27 cents in 
Adair, but the bulk of the quotations 
fall between 14 cents anu 18 cent3, ^ 
having narrow range except wrher€ i 
sold at special rrtes.”

TARIFF AND A PAIR OF SOCKS. 


From the Trenton (Ind.) Times. 


There is a growing conviction that the 
Fordney-McCumber tariff law must have 
been framed upon the theory that every­ 
body is rich. The previous tariff act, which 
was in operation over eight years, levied a 
tariff of 30 per cent upon cheap cotton 
hose. 
Under that law the 
importations 
were practically nil and the manufacturers 
enjoyed a monopoly of the American mar­ 
ket. 
For many years the United States has led 
the world in the manufacture of hosiery 
and knit goods, due in part to the fact that 
we produce the raw material, while our 
foreign competitors buy it of us and pay the 
cost of transportation to their own mills. 
In 1920 we sold in foreign markets, $61,- 
373,445 worth of hosiery and knit goods, 
or many times more than we imported. The 
importations were mostly novelties, such as 
“English Gold” hose and “French Lace 
Front." 
The 
Fordney-McCumber tariff 
taxes average 68 per cent, which is about 
twice the old rate and four times the total 
wage cost of manufacture in this country. 
In manufacturing these cheap cotton socks 
an American girl operates 25 
automatic 
machines, turning 
out 
150 dozen pairs 
daily, at two cents per dozen pairs. 
She 
makes $3 per day, which is the highest 
wage in the world for this kind of woiic, 
but the lowest production cost to the man­ 
ufacturer. 
The American Fair Tariff league esti­ 
mates that the new tariff on hosiery is an 
invitation to the manufaceurers to add 
$289,000,000 annually to their prices. 
These 
socks 
sold 
last 
July 
for 
10 
cents per pair. 
They are being rap­ 
idly withdrawn, and in a short time will 
entirely disappear from the 10 cent coun­ 
ter. 
With the old tariff amply protecting 
the American manufacturer of these cotton 
socks, the 
Fordney-McCumber 
tariff of 
four *times the entire labor cost of manu­ 
facturing them looks very much like legal­ 
ized graft under the guise of protection.

WHO WAS JOHN PAUL JONES? 


A VISIT to the United States Naval 
* * academy, at Annapolis, Md., will 
almost certainly include at least a mo­ 
ment’s pause before the magnificent 
crypt where Ue* what are supposed 
to be the remains of the first and one 
of the greatest of America’s naval j 
heroes—John Paul Jones. But an ex­ 
amination of the facts tn the case will 
show that there is as tnuch doubt as 
to whether this is really the body of 
the American commander as there is 
about the true Identity of this person­ 
age, whose career from birth to death j 
Is one of the unsolved riddles of the 
Revolutionary war. 
In the first place, “Jones” was not 
the real name of this hero, but one 
adopted by him In later years. 
He 
was born with the name “John Paul’’ 
end there Is much doubt as to whether j 
he was the true or the adopted son of 
the Scotch gardener in whose cottage 
he spent the first 12 years of his life, 
j 
Crawford, author of "The Sailor 
Whom England Feared” and one of the 
leading authorities on the Ufe of John 
Paul Jones, admits that “mystery sur- , 
rounded his origin with an impenetra­ 
ble veil” and that he encountered great 
difficulties in his efforts to sift the 
false from the true, the legend from 
the facta 
The generally accepted 
story is that John Paul was born In j 
the lit tie village of Arbigland and 
that his father was a poor man, half 
gardener and half fisherman, while his 
mother was of pure Highland stock, j 
But Crawford expresses more than a j 
doubt that the Pauls were really the 
boy’s parents, but has been unable to 
delve further into the mystery. 
John Paul s brother was adopted by 
a Virginia planter by the name of 
Jones and, when this planter died he 
i 


left his estate to his adopted son upon 
condition that he take the same name. 
The brother, in turn, died shortly after­ 
ward, willing the property to John 
Paul upon the same condition. 
Thus 
John Paul became John Paul Jones, 
the name by which he is known and 
revered. 
When, after his memorable naval 
exploits, John Paul Jones finally died 
In France his death was practically 
unnoticed In America 
and the only 
record of the place of his burial was 
that left by a friend, for use, as he 
said, “If America should ever wish to 
perform her duty to the one to whom 
she owed the most.” 
W hether this memorandum of the 
grave was correct Is a m atter which 
caused much discussion about a cen­ 
tury afterw ard when (»en. Horace Por­ 
ter, American ambassador to France, 
discovered after a long search what 
was alleged to be the body of John 
Taul Jones, exceptionally well pre- 
served in a leaden casket filled with 
alcohol. 
The measurements of the 
body compared exactly with those in 
the possession of the Navy departm ent 
at Washington, but the total absence 
of other distinguishing m arks raised a 
doubt as to the real Identity of the 
body—though United States officials 
agreed to treat it as If it were the real 
remains of the naval hero. 
A squadron was sent to France to 
escort the body home and France paid 
great official honor to the man who, 
a century before, had fought with dis­ 
tinction under many flags. 
When the 
casket 
finally 
reached 
the 
United 
States It was received with much 
pomp and ceremony and conducted to 
the cradle of the American navy at 
A n n a p o lis —'Where it remained In ob­ 
scurity under a flight of steps for 
many months awaiting the completion 
of Its final resting place. 
But there is doubt In the minds of 
many as to whether this is actually 
the body of the famous commander of 
the “Bon Homme Richard,” just as 
there will always be a mystery sur­ 
rounding the actual Identity of the 
man who commenced life as Johu 
Taul, the *>o of a Scotch gardener.

Caves were dark and people of the 
Stone Age must have had a might 
hard time finding their way aroun 
inside. 
Some caverns were 500 
to 
1,000 feet in length, and you can im­ 
agine how unpleasant it was to go 
inside without light. 
Bonfires could be lighted in the 
caves, but that meant smoke, smoke, 
smoke! 
There were no windows or 
chimneys by which to let it out. 
If 
you have ever stayed in a smoky 
room you will realize how unpleas­ 
ant it must have been for Cavo peo­ 
ple to let bonfires burn within their 
homes. 
Only near 
the 
entrance 
could fires be built with comfort. 
Many paintings 
and 
engravings 
w*ere made hundreds of feet 
from 
cave entrances. 
How could 
light 
have been supplied for the artists? 
There were two ivays. 
First, the torch was invented. 
The earliest torches were burning 
sticks, which sputtered and smoked 
and gave little light 
You may have noticed th at 
fat 
m eat will burn if you let it get start­ 
ed. 
This was found out by Cave 
people when they roasted the flesh 
of animals over open fires. 
Some one then got the idea of 
putting a piece of blazing fat on the 
end of a stick and carrying it in­ 
to the cave. 
Such fat torches gave fairly good 
light and did not smoke much. Peo­ 
ple were now able to get around in 
caves without stumbling so often as 
before. 
Yet there was a big drawback to 
this torch. The stick which held the 
fat was sure to catch fire sooner or 
later. 
Some thoughtful person got tired 
of having the stick 
burn 
up, and 
said: 
"Let’s put the fat on a piece of 
stone.” 
It was done and that was the be­ 
ginning of the lamp. 
As time went on, the lamp stones 


wei*e shaped in a manner easy for i 
person to hold. 
They were made 
flat and circular—except for a kind 
of handle. 
You see 
one of 
these 
lamps 
pictured. 
One 
side 
was 
slightly hollowed out, and 
in this 
hollow was found a small amount 
of burnt animal fat. The other side 
wajj decorated with an engraving of 
a wild goat. 
Other 
stone 
lamps 
have 
been 
found in caves. It appears that suet 
anil lard were sometimes separated 
froetn the animal flesh and placed in 
the lamp instead of the fat meat. In 
such cases, some sort of wick was 
doubtless used.

Instead of re­ 
districting on a population basis, the Hyde administration 
redistricted the State into Judicial, Senatorial and Congres­ 
sional districts upon the most notorious partisan basis that 
could be conceived. 
Not content to let circuit judges of the 
State serve out the terms to which they had been elected, 
the Legislature passed a bill, which, had it gone into effect, 
would have removed seven circuit judges from the bench; 
left three judicial circuits without a judge and permitted all 
of these places to have been filled by executive appointment. 


When we consider the fact that the bill that was passed 
I would have set aside the expressed will of the majority of 
the voters in thirty-nine counties of the State, containing a 
population of over 740,000 people, we have some conception 
of the magnitude of this despotic attem pt to usurp the rights 
of the people and set aside the verdict of ballots. Never wan 
there a more unholy thrust at the judiciary of this State, nor 
a more contemptible attem pt to make this branch of our 
Government subservient to the executive. 


But little less reprehensible was the attem pt to so gerry­ 
m ander the State into congressional and senatorial districts 
j in such a way that it would have given to the Republicans 
! twelve congressional districts and twenty senatorial districts, 
regardless of the way the majority of the people voted.

Another act seeks to create a department to be known 
as the DEPARTMENT OF LABOR, with a man at the head 
of this department to be known as the Commissioner of La­ 
bor, who will be appointed by the Governor and will draw a 
’-•«larv to bo fixed by the Governor. He will also have a num­ 
ber of hign-pi IV v. d employees under his control. 
Another act seeks to create a department to be known 
as the DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WELFARE, with a super­ 
visor of this departm ent who will be appointed by the Gover­ 
nor at a salary of $5,000.00 per year, together with travel­ 
ing and office expenses, clerks, stenographers, etc. 
Another act seeks to create a DEPARTMENT OF AGRI­ 
CULTURE that would be under the direction, control and 
management of a Commissioner appointed by the Governor, 
who would draw a salary named by the Governor. This de­ 
partment would, under the act passed, abolish the bi-partisan 
State Board of Agriculture that has functioned efficiently for 
many years. 
These are only a few of the number of bills that were 
passed by the Hyde administration, that have as their ul­ 
terior aim and purpose, Government by Boards not directly 
responsible to the people. 
They should all be defeated at 
the polls on November 7. 
In order that the voter may get some idea of what it 
would cost to run the Departments that the Republican ad­ 
ministration has sought to consolidate and centralize in the 
hands of one man, attention is called to the appropriation 
that was made by the last legislature to support these various 
departments. 
The appropriation for a period of only 18Vi 
m o n th s was $1,927,120.00. 
This would be at the rate of 
%2 408.900.00 for a biennial period, or almost one million dol­ 
lars more than it cost to do the same work under Democratic 
rule.
